“My four engineer officers worked 
ceaselessly to keep thé pumps going 
and the ship afloat. They stayed in

' driven out by the onrushing sea. We 
are all recovering from our experience. 
The liner will be in Plymouth Sunday 
and we shall be glad to get ashore in 
old England, which’ at one time we 
theught we would never see again. 

“As one ship's captain to another, I

cessful in getting a final vote in the 
Senate by the middle of February: 

Unhappily, the same laxness in 
framing tax laws is seen in the. con- 
flict which has already broken out be- 
tween the two houses of Congress; 
Théy* agtee neither as to the terms 
of their respective bills nor as tothe 
effect of their proposed taxes. And 
the Administration itself has been 
drawn into the tangle. The estimate 
was that the House bill would reduce 
taxes by $327,000,000. The President 
indicated that this was going further 
than his judgment of what was safe 
in cutting down the revenue, There- 
after the Senate bill struck off some 
$30,000,000 more,, Chairman GREEN 
of the House committee then came 
forward to assert that the Senate esti- 
mate of the tota] of its reductions was 
all wrong, and that in fact it would 
prove that the taxes as proposed in 
the Senate bill would cut down the in- 
come of the Treasury by no less than 
$467,000,000. Such a guessing contest 
among those setting out to administer 
the national finances is not edifying. 
Nor will the business world be greatly 
reassured. by the changing estimates 
of the surplus put out from time to 
time by Treasury officials. It is, in 
fact, painfully evident that we are as 
yet very far from having introduced 
scientific methods into the drafting 
and enactment of laws for the collec- 
tion of taxes.

PROPOSED LAWS FoR AVIATION. 

The bill introduced in the House by 

Mr. WaINwricnut of New York to cre- 
ate a ‘separate air- corps in the army 
is evidently designed to carry out the 
ideas of Major Gen. Patrick as pre- 
sented to the President’s Aircraft In- 
vestigation Board, at its first meeting 
on Sept.-21, 1924. He advised the 
conversion of the Army Air Service 
into a corps that would bear the same 
relation to-the War Department: the 
Marine Corps does.to the navy.

If all signs do not fail, there is 
going to be a tussle between the Gen- 
eral’ Staff, which advises the War De- 
partment, and the radical air officers 
over military aviation at the present 
session of Congress, with Colonel 
MITCHELL on the “ stump ” to spread 
his; notions throughout the countr.’. 
If out of the agitation -and the dis- 
cussion..comes legislation that. will 
give the country an air service which 
the best minds in the army agree 
would suit the requirements of mod- 
ern warfare, well and good, - But the 
danger is®hat prejudices may be ex- 
cited and passions aroused, with the 
result that aviation will become a 
“ football of politics,’’ and then there 
will be no sound legislation at all.

RAILWAY WAGES AGAIN. 
Nearly. all the railways will be asked 
on Feb. 1 to reply in writing before 
March 1 to the request of the train 
operatives for an increase of wages. 
Its total is estimated by the railways 
to amount to $500,000,000, the scale 
being that fixed by the Railway Labor 
Board in 1920. The objection to that 
scale is not that it was the maximum, 
but that the wages did not procure 
proportionate operating results. In 
1923 the railways moved the greatest 
traffic in history up to that time with 
fewer workers and a: payroll smaller 
by $500,000,000. The increase of rates 
in 1920 was both justice to the men 
and a necessity of the situation. The 
ten had been underpaid in relation to 
other wage earners and to the cost of 
living. There was no option but to 

raise the wages or lose the workers. 

Today the situation is changed. 
Railway workers have,improved their 
position at the expense of the shippers 
and the owners of the railways. To 
be. sure, the railway workers argue 
that the railways in’ 1924 increased 
their profits over pre-war profits, and 
at the expense of their workers. But 


ference showed that railway wages 
had increased 136 per cent. over 1914. 
Wages have absorbed practically all 
the enormous increase of gross earn- 
ings due to higher rates and greater 
traffic. Dividends have -stood prac- 
tically «still, but the railways have 
worked hard so as to have an income 
available for all purposes in 1924. of 
$338,696,879 in: place of a deficit in 
1920 of $621,884,935. It is true that 
the railways have increased their net 
earnings. But it is no longer possi+ 
ble to raise wages and reduce rates by 
considering them separately. Nor 
should it be possible to raise them both 
by agreements without considering 
he effect on the universal paymaster 
—the public. 


CONTINENTAL ARMIES. 

In all likelihood France will enter 
the projected disarmament conference 
with an army. already reduced. The 
bill. for army reorganization laid be- 
fore the Chamber on Thursday by 
Minister of War PaINnuevE is only pre- 
liminary to the reduction of the term 
ef -military service from eighteen 
months to one year. Under the new 
conditions the peace strength  - the 
Home Army will consist of 300,000 
officers and men, as against a present 
strength of close to 450,000. This 


will mean a notable acceleration in a | ‘* 


process that has been for some time 
under way. At the present moment 
the effective peace-strength of the 
French Army,. home and colonial, is 
about 660,000. men, as against close 
to. 800,000 shortly before the outbreak 
of the war, Today the largest army 
in Europe is’ that of Soviet ‘Russia 
with 563,000 men, absorbing 19 per 
cent. of the entire national expen- 
diture. The ratio of expenditure on 
pational defense is 15.8 per cent. in 
France, 14.5 per cent. in Great Brit- 
ain, and 14 per cent. in Italy. 

Last July it was estimated by Gen- 
eral Maurice that European peace ef- 
fectives numbered 760,000 less’ than 
on the eve of the war. The -enforced 
reduction of the German Army in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the.

IMPERILED GENTILITY. 

It must be disconcerting to the mil- 
lions who belong to the middle classes 


‘to be told that they are disappearing 


or, worse, being eliminated. - A coun- 
try without a” middle class is as un- 
thi ble as Alice’s “‘ grin without a 

re: It is easier to think of a middle 
class without a country. Nevertheless, 
the matter should be looked into, 
when se shrewd an observer, so just 
a judge, so gracious a. writer as 
KATHARINE FULLERTON GEROULD tells 
the middle class that it is vanishing. 

Middle class is really too broad a 
term. forthe section. of society Mrs. 
GEROULD writes of in the February’ 
Harper's. She ‘prefers to ‘speak of 
“the genteel,’’ and. deplores . their 
plight in a world which no longer 
finds gentility interesting or neces- 
sary; a world which is rapidly divid- 
ing into two materialistic groups, the 
rich andthe’ rich working class. The 
genteel, who were never rich, are now 
frankly poor, and have fallen into 
“pathetic acceptance of the ncw 
ideals.’’- They see themselves ‘‘ de- 
“ spised by people they never before 
“had to pay attention to; they spend 
*‘their days between  snobbishness 
“ and@\self-distrust. Since snobbish- 
“ness cannot endure in America save 
“with a bank account to hack it, 
** self-distrust possesses them at the 
“ bitter end.” 

This is a sad fate, ‘and one. might 
hope that its victims are few, but that 


faint ray is darkened by the defini- 


tion of ** the genteel,”” They are peo- 
ple of gentle breeding, literate, trav- 
eled, living on. “ slender. .incemes,”’ 
in housés, not apartments, with good 
furnishings, though they ‘may, be 


shabby; enjoying a “ necessary mini- 


mum " of service which allows ‘* un- 
ostentatious hospitality ’’; eating sim- 
ple_food, dressing adequately but not 
elaborately, reading good books, and 
feeling . themselves approved by a 


world that now scorns them. Whether |‘ 


the modern. world finds banquets and 
jewels and motor cars: more important | 
than gentility, and consequently de- 
spises the. genteel, is a question that 
not every: one would answer affirma- 
tively; but there ean be no doubt 
that the.class defined is large, and 
that its increase rather than its ex- 
tinction is desirable. 

The state of being in the middle of 
anything does not excite the admira- 
tion of present-day gociety. We bow 
the knee before extremes. ‘The de- 
cree has gone forth that there ‘must 
be po more middle-sized hats for wo- 
men. Our devotion is for the very 
rich, the very poor, the swiftest run- 
ner, the test criminal; not for 
the unspeCctacular mean, So it is »er- 
haps not surprising. if the genseel 
find themselves neglected. But neg- 
lect does not necessarily mean elim- 


fination. Indifference from the butcher 


and the millionaire can b: borne cheer- 
fully, even with amusement, by: those 
comscious of having chosen the better 
Mrs. GgROULD’s contention that the 
genteel are dying out is very positive. 
esé households are having very. 
few sons and daughters today.” 
Again, “this class * “* * is not 
“ passing the buck to the next gen- 
** eration of its own kind, because it 
“is too wise, too sensitive, too con- 
* scientious to be prolific.” But may 
not one still see the ranks filling up 
‘with récruits.from the inheritors of 
evasive wealth, or from the sons of 
workmen who value the very things 
which used to satisfy the genteel? If 
the young daughter of the college pro- 
fessor féels that the least the fami'y 
can do is to buy a Ford,_ perhaps the 
baker’s boy. will catch a liking for

But what 
with loss of time along the way, the 
fees, the duties, the police and sani- 
tary inspections, it is not to be won- 
dered at that the Danube shipping for 
1924 is estimated to be but little more 
than half the tonnage of 1911. 

This logs is not all due, of course, to 
these impediments, which it is en- 
couraging to note are: being dimin- 
ished by the commercial treaties ne- 
gotiated among the several Danubian 
States. Post-war drop in production,

The “‘squealer,” the “informer,” can 
be used by good citizens, but he is 
despised by them no matter how de- 
sirable the evidence given may be in 
the administration of justice. 

This feeling arises early in life and 
outlasts it. It can be argued that a 
boy who knows of wrongdoing by 
another boy ought to tell the teacher 
of it, but the boy who does it will 
be hated by all his fellows. Every- 
body says that this is a -perverted 
sense of honor. But the wise SumMNnzR

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 


A Denial That the Race Would 

‘Suffer Through Equality. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: - 

A recent editorial comment was madé 
in Tue Trass to the effect that in op- 
posing special restrictive laws for 
women in industry the ‘advocates of 
equal rights never make any mention 


race.”’ : A 

The ‘women industrial workers who 
are members of the National Woman's 
Party ate not in favor of long hours 
for women.or the exploitation of any 
human being, either man or woman; 
by. industry: 

The men and women who belong to 
labor unions secure a shorter workday 
through their unions. Most of the 
men’s unions exclude women members 
and the majority of workers of both 
sexes are unorganized. 

Whether a shorter workday is se- 
cured through the unions or. through 
an agreement with the employer, the 
eight-hour day so secured always pro- 
vides that a man may work any eight 
hours of the day or night, and there 
is a provision for overtime with pay. 

The forty-eight-hour week bill now 
before the Legislature at Albany is a 
sample of the kind,of drastic law pro- 
posed for women, -which specifies the 
particular eight hours they shall work, 
and which prohibits any overtime, ex- 
cept ory few weeks during the busy 
seasons./ ~ 

Under the existing fifty-four-hour 
week law in this State women are 
prohibited from working after 10 P. M. 
at news stands, in candy and drug 
stores, as elevator operators, except in 
hotels, and as waitresses in restau- 
rants, on the plea of ‘‘general welfare 
of thé: race.’’ 

To carry this principle to a logical 
conclusion will the welfare groups and 
men’s labor unions prohibit women 
doctors and nurses from working after 
10 o’clock at night, actresses from ap- 
pearing on the stage after that hour, 
stage and cabaret dancers from per- 
forming and their own daughters from 
dancing in badly ventilated, over- 
crowded supper clubs and ballrooms? 
. In spite of the opposition of the lead- 
ers of the American -Federation of 
Labor, who oppose any legislation re- 
stricting the hours of men, because "if 
men secure shorter hours through legis- 
lation they will not join the unions,” 
the Women’s Party believes that if 
legislation is thought desirable for the 
“welfare -of the race," it is just as 
necessary to restrict the hours of the 
unorganized man worker as it is to 
restrict those of the woman ‘worker. 

Only a few States have an eight- 
hour law for women. In view of the 
tendency of enlightened employers 
toward a shorter workday for all work- 
ers, as pointed out by Governor Smith 
in his message, there is no reason why 
when the equal rights amendment 
passes the existing special restrictive 
laws fer women in those few States 
could not be equalized: by .amending: 
them to apply to all =_ and not 
to women alone. 

A large number of States have. an 
eight-hour law which covers all State 
employes, men and women alike. The 
‘Oregon ‘ten-hour law for all persons 
working in mills, factories and man- 
ufacturing establishments -has been 
held constitutional by the United 
States Supreme Court. Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi and Oklahoma have laws re- 
stricting the hours of all persons, men 
and:women alike. - 

We believe that if restrictive laws 
are good for the infividual, and good 
for the race} they should apply to all 
workers in.industry. If that is done, 
the individual will benefit, the race 
will benefit and women will not be 
placed at a disadvantage in earning 
their livelihood.

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—Highway appro- |. 


priation bills totaling $24,443,000 were 
introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator Hewitt, Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Including the an- 
nual Appropriation bill, which was in- 
troduced yesterday, this brings the 
total State appropriations thus far 
presented to the lawmakers up to $153,- 
907,727.17. The Appropriation bill itself 
was slightly more than $138,000,000. 

The highway measures include $15,- 
443,000 for repair of roads, $6,000,000 to 
pay the State’s share of building rural 
post roads and $3,000,000 for the State’s 
share in the cost of constructing State 
and county highways. 

Announcement was made by | the leg- 
islative leaders that tomorrow would 
be a legislative day. This is to hurry 
along the annual Appropriation bill, 
which is expected to pass in the lower 
house within the next two weeks. It 
will be the first time in many years 
that the Legislature has observed Sat- 
urday as a legislative day during the 
first month of its session. 

Governor ‘Smith announced today 
~ that he had signed the commission 
making Colonel William N. Haskell, 
formerly of the United States Army, 
the commander of the New York State 
National Guard. Colonel Haskell’s ap- 
pointment was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate on Wednesday.

NYACK, Jan. 29.—The police of 
Nyack and South Nyack, State Troop- 
ers and posses of citizeng with dogs 
are hnnting in the hills along the 
Hudson for a maniac who has attacked 
three women here in the last two 
weeks. The attacks have taken place 
on the principal street of the village 
near a vacant packing plant. 

Tonight about 6:30 Mrs. Edward 
Couch, whb lives at Franklin Street 
and White Avenue, was on her way 
home when she felt -a hand on her 
collar. She turned and saw a short, 
powerfully built man. He reached for 
her. She screamed and ran, and he 
pursued. At White Avenue stood a 
man and. a woman. As soon as Mrs. 
Couch’s «ssailant saw them he. turned 
and ran up the avenue. 

Hardly had the police been informed 
of Mrs. Couch’s escape when a man— 
they believe the same one—rang the 
doorbell at:the home of Lawrence 
Ryan on Washington Street. Mrs. 
Ryan answered the bell and found a 
stocky man. at the door. Before she 
could’ ask him what he wanted Mr. 
Ryan called to find out who was there. 


At the sound of his voice the man 
leaped from the porch, jumped a hedge 
and disappeared. Mrs. Ryan told de- 
tectives that the stranger appeared to 
be demented. 

Last night Miss Mary Runnell of 
Beaver Hill Avenue was attacked on 
Franklin Street in front of the aban- 
doned packing ‘plant. Her assailant 
struck her from. behind and she 
dropped unconscious... A migute later 
she regained her senses thin the 
vacant building, just as the door was 
being closed.

ASSAILED BY NICOLL 


»| Senator Calls Message ‘Speech 


From the Throne’ — Sees 
British Custom Revived. 


DISSENTS FROM POL CIES 


Tells Republican Women Governor 
Proposes Same Tax-Cut Plan That 
Was Adopted. Last Year.

Charactérizing Governor Smith’s re- 
cent message. to the Legislature as ‘‘a 
speech froni<the. throne” delivered by 
“His Majesty Alfred I, by. the grace 
of God King ‘of<the Dominions from 
Montauk Point to.Lake .Erie,’’ State 
Senator Courtland Nicoll, in a speech 
at the Women’s Natiofal Republican 
Club, 6 East Thirty-seventh Street, 
declared yesterday that the Republican 
majority in the Legislature, since the 
Governor had sought to revive an old 
British custom, should do likewise and 
offer its amendments to the ‘‘royal 
address.’’ 

Repeatedly referring to the Gover- 
nor’s address as ‘‘a royal message,” 
Senator Nicoll said he would amend 
it on four points—taxation, abolition of 
the State census, amalgamation of 
counties and the establishment of the 
initiative in inaugurating constitu- 
tional amendments. 

“We regret that your Excellency in 
recommending tax reduction advises 
the same method of tax reduction that 
was adopted last year," Senator Nicoll 
said, in tellmg what would be his first 
point of difference with the Governor. 
“Our State income tax is not and never 
was a war measure. It was adopted 
as a substitute for other revenue meas- 
ures which lapsed or were repealed. 
The first of these was the liquor ex- 
cise tax, which netted the State over 
$14,500,000 in 1917. This went out of 
existence with the adopation of pra- 
hibition. The other was the tax on 
intangible personal property, which 
was repealed and half of the income 
tax receipts substituted for it. 


Tax Not Burden to Wealth. 


“The rites in this State, which are 
1 per cent. on taxable incomes of $10,- 
000 or less; 2 per cent. on incomes be- 
tween $10,000 and $50,000 and 3 per 
cers. on incomes over $50,000, have 
never been burdensome on wealth and, 
unless wealth is invested in real es- 


tate or transferred by death, the in- 
come tax is the only tax paid by it for 
the support of either the State or any 
of its subdivisions. The flat one-quar- 
ter cut made last year favored the 
extremely well-to-do far more than 
those of moderate means, because one- 
quarter off a @-per cent. tax is 
three times as great as one-quarter 
off of a 1 per cent. tax. In view of 
these circumstances it would be wiser 
and juster to make any income tax 
cut, which we may be able to make 
this year, in such a manner that the re- 
duction in each rate will be the same, 
go that those of moderate means may 
share equally with the rich in the bene- 
fits of the reduction.” 

In ,opposing the Governor’s recom- 
mendation to abolish the State census 
and depend for the Senate and As- 
sembly apportionment on thé Federal 
census, Senator Nicoll declared that 
the State Constitution required that 
Senate district apportionment in Cities 
should be by bl and based on citi- 
zen population, while the.Federal cen- 
sus made no division by city blocks. 
In opposing the Governor’s proposal to 
consolidate counties, Senator Nicoll 
said this would be a violation of the 
principle of home rule, unless the res- 
idents of the counties favored it. 

- Against Amendment Proposal. 
Senator Nicoll asserted that Gover- 
nor Smith's proposal to inaugurate 
amendments to the State Constitution 
by ‘initiative endangered the liberties 
of the people guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. He denied that the present 
method was too protracted or difficult 
and said the best answer to that was 
that the people of the State had 
adopted twenty amendments to the 
Constitution and rejected six during 
the last eight years. 

“The most prominent example of the 
actual operation of the initiative is in 
Oregon, where they have the initiative 
in legislation | but not in amending the 
Constitution,” he continued. ‘“‘The Ku 
Klux Klan of that State endeavored 
to obtain from the Legislature a law 
abolishing private schools so as to do 
away with the schools maintained by 
the Roman Catholic Church. When 
the Legislature refused to pass the bill, 
the Klan turned to the direct initiative 
law of Oregon. Through this direct 
initiative a % bipoted minority actually 
secured the enactment of a law abol- 
ishing all private schools in Oregon. 
It took the intervention of the courts 
to retain for the parents of Oregon 
the right to control the education of 
their children. We have no intention 
of ‘paar such a thing in New 
“ York.’
